Is the Post Office and postal service 


made for the people or are the people 
made for the postal service? 
I used 


to have no doubt as to the service 
being made for the people, but under 
the 
present Postmaster 
Generals 


orders it seems now that I most 
change my views. 
This tight look 


on Sunday does not strike me favor- 
ably and the arguments justifying it, 
impress me as pure* rot. 


Here in this small city of about 


1MO population we have aside from 
five carriers, an office force consisting 
of a Postmaster drawing a salary of 
19000 annually, a nwt assistant at a 
salary ol *1200, three olBrks at a 
salary of 1UOO each, and one clerk at 
a salary of *900, or a total of $8,000 
paid out just for the office force 


Each ol these are allowed fifteen 


days annual vacation 
None are re 


quired to put in over eight hours a 
day in the office, and all of them look 
husky and able to do the gruelling (1) 
work required of them 


The Sunday work of distributing 


the mail arriving at about 11 JO A 
M has heretofore required the at 
tendance of three of the office force 
for about two hours. This two Hour* 
of work on Sunday has been arranged 
so that at least one-half of the force 
were free every other Snnday, and 
those who worked Sunday were al 
lowed the hours of extra time that 
they had put in, off from their labor 
the following week 
Now it is pro- 


loflcd to make a sufficient delivery of 
the mail so that, newsdealers will get 
their papers and special delivery 
letters will be delivered aud omer- 
geuoy letters, of which the postmaster 
la require'] to be notified the day be 
(ore may be delivered, and also mail 
in oara of hotels
